Anson Root Baldwin was born in 
I the town of Cuba, Erie 
county, 
New York, on Feb. 7, 1835. 
This 
remained his home until at the age 
of eight years, he moved with his 
parents to the newly opened coun­ 
try in Illinois. The trip was made 
I in a covered wagon, a two weeks 
journey through an Indian-infested 
country. 
The first home stop was located 
on the 'shores of Lake Michigan, 
where they lived two weeks. 
But 
the low, swampy land was filled 
with ague, and 
they moved 
to 
Wheeling on the DesPlaines River. 
Here they lived for three years, 
when in 1846, they again moved 
westward to the town where the 
old homestead now stands. 
Their log cabin was the only 
house north of the railroad and 
south of Deer Grove. 
Twelve chil­ 
dren were born at this place. 
Always 
a 
strong 
republican, 
when the call came for volunteers 
for the Civil W ar, Mr. Baldwin, 
with four brothers, enlisted and re­ 
mained in the South until Peace 
war. declared. 
At the close of the w ar he re­ 
turned to Palatine, only to find it 
his duty to make a home for his 
parents and two sisters, and al­ 
though studying law, gave this up 
I and worked the farm. 
On Aug. 29, 1865 he was married 
to

where they lived

Heise, all living at present in Pal­ 
atine. 
He was active, able to care for 
himself, driving his horse each day 
j to the village until his 90th year. 
Since then he has been confined to 
his invalid chair. 
For 39 years he was an active 
and consistent member of the First 
M. E. church of Palatine, and for 
a number of years acted as S. S. 
superintendent 
and 
Bible 
class 
teacher. 
He died on Dec. 3, 1926, at the 
age cf 91 years, 9 months and 26 
da\ s. 
Interment was in Hillside Ceme­ 
tery. 
Rev. Stauffer officiating. 
Mr. Baldwin was one of the 
early members of the local Odd 
Fellows lodge. The lodge was in­ 
stituted April 20, 1882 and Mr.

This is a good time to select 
hens for the breeding pen and rest 
them for a month or so, H. H. Alp, 
poultry extension specialist of the 
College of Agriculture, University 
of 
Illinois, 
points 
out. 
These 
breeding hens will be the nucleus 
for next year’s flock and the best 
of care is none too good for them, 
he added. 
The way to rest the 
breeding 
liens is to 
take them off 
their 
mash ration and place them on a 
feed of grain only. W ith plenty of 
grain and fresh water they will 
rest and build up their bodies after 
their year’s work of laying. They 
may be put in a small colony house 
by themselves where they can have 
fresh range and left there until 
about the first or the 
middle of 
December. 
A fter that time they 
should 
again be fed a laying mash, the 
idea being to promote egg produc­ 
tion. 
The birds will be strong in 
viltality and health and when m at­ 
ed to strong vigorous males will 
give the best of hatching eggs.
